"Although I have been urged by 


n great number of the voters of tho 
county to seek renomination, I have 
decided not to be a candidate, 


Dane county is the second larg- 


est county in the state in wealth 
and population, and I believe Dane 
county is next to Milwaukee county 
in the amount of criminal business 
that passes through its cjurts. In 
1&19, 464 state criminal cases were 
begun in the superior court of this 
county, of which about 125 were 
felonies. 
Fines and costs collected 


in 1919 exceeded the previous year 
by over 33 per cent. The first six 
months of the present year, I am 
satisfied, would show similar figures; 
There is no present prosnect of a 
diminution of crime; in fact, there 
is every indication of an increase. 
The prc-sertt facilities of the' district 
attorney's office are inadequate. The 
district attorney should have an of- 
fice in the court house. He should 
have an assistant who will be avail- 
able if the district attorney is in 
court or otherwise engaged.

district attorney should receive an 
adequate salary so that he could af- 
ford to devote his entire time to the 
office.

Yv ANTED: HONEST MEN. 


By Edith E. Moriarty. 


A startling bit of news was print- 


ed in -a Cleveland paper recently. It 
told of a -bag of U. S. mail which 
had been sold to a ragman and of 
800 other letters which were found 
in the home of a letter carrier. 
While such an offense is the excep- 
tion, it is important enough to de- 
serve attention. There is no abso- 
lute and sure method of preventing 
the recurrence of such an act, but 
there, are 
two measures 
which 


might help along that line. 


In the first place salaries .of let- 


ter carriers might be made ade- 
quate and sufficient for decent and 
proper maintenance of a family. If 
this were the case, more honest men 
or.,at least men of a better typo 
would be attracted to the 
profes- 


sion. 
Under prevailing conditions 


no man who had dreams and visions 
of rearing his family in 
comfort 


and educating his. children beyond 
the public school would think of en- 
tering the postal employ with fac- 
tories and other labor- paying such 
satisfying sums. 


Secondly, if the civil service com- 


mission for postal employes 
were 


resumed there would be less chance 
of getting unprincipled men. 'In 
many cities the great dearth of .Tielp 
due to low salaries has forced the 
post office departments to omit civil 
service 
examinations. 
Thus 
the 


floaters and other rather undesir- 
ables can get work for « few days 
or nights with the post office and 
then leave for new fields. Such men 
can. scarcely have the same consci- 
entious feeling ^bout. their trust 
that old and tried employes have, or 
that men who had to study and work 
to pass an examination might have.

KEEP DOLLAR OUT OF AMERICANISM 


E DEM-A-N'Dthat tihe dollar ^^ "* kept o 
of Americanization." 


These are words taken from the National Caitholic War 


Council Bulletin in an article written by the E«v. John A. Lapp, 
L. L. D., director of the Social Action bureau of the war council. 
A review of the article follows: 


"During the war," he says, "many such bogus efforts were carried 


on, with some success, and the belief in the power of propaganda seemed" 
to be fixed in the minds of selfish interests. 


"With clever publicity material and agencies, the people were fooled 


into supporting: certain causes or. in opposing others by the glamour of, 
patriotism. Reactionary groups which had never done anything to indi- 
cate interest in the promotion of good citizenship suddenly arrayed them- 
selves in the livery of Americanism and went -forth to interpret Ameri- 
can ideals to immigrant peoples." 


Whether this reference is meant 
to apply 
especially 
to the steel 


barons in Pennsylvania or to the steel and banking and milling interests 
in Minnesota and the northwest, only the reader can judge. 


"The program of reaction," Dr. Lapp resumes, "garbed in livery of 


patriotism, seemed to be directed toward the discrediting of progressive 
measures for social justice, and particularly the destruction of organized 
labor. .The program served as an accelerator of reaction; it focused in 
legislatures, where, instead of progressive reconstruction measures to 
meet the need of the times, was found the most abject surrender to re- 
actionary sentiments and forces. 
It appears almost incredible that inj1- 


ono could expect that the American people could be fooled so long and 
continuously as the work of some of these agencies would seem to indi- 
cate." 


He recalls the use of the same "patriotic" pretense in past attempts 


to destroy freedom of religious belief within the United States, and says 
that Catholics should be the last to be deceived by the present crop of 
bogus patriots. 


"Deliberate efforts to promote popular hysteria and wild fears, with 


the object of promoting reaction," he suggests, "are matters of common 
observation. Paid advertisements for Americanization by commercial in- 
terests with very doubtful patriotic motives have been carried by papers 
throughout the country. 
The dollar sign is too plainly stamped on many 


of these schemes. 


"Systems of espionage over employes have been built up, according 


to official testimony, on the basis of Americanization. 
This perversion of 


Americanization by special interests is having a most damaging effect 
upon the ideals of American citizenship. 


"Recently it hr.s been announced that commercial interests are to at- 


tempt to control all plans for Americanization and the promotion of citi- 
zenship, presumably including those promoted by public schools, church 
organizations and philanthropic bodies. 


"We demand that the dollar sign be kept off all programs of Ameri- 


canization. We hold that no plan short of complete social justice should 
be held as a goal in programs for good citizenship of Americanization. 


"We hold that loyalty and devotion to American institutions can be 


promoted best by prevention of exploitation of the weak by the strong or 
crafty; by the promotion of justice in the distribution of the world's in- 
come; by the development of moral purpose; and by the moulding of our 
institutions to promote these ends. 


. "We believe that good citizenship or Americanization should 5be pro- 


moted among natives and immigrants alike for the purpose of fixing an 
ideal of social justice and civic responsibility toward which all may 
strive in practical fashion. 


"Wo look upon the teaching of English as "an instrument by which 


tho ideals of American citizenship may be acquired, but we do not over- 
look the native tongue as a vehicle of expression of democracy and 
Americanism. 


"We object to the idea that people can be forced into a mood of good 
citizenship."
